| Wherenpgn we are receſhtated,accoxging to our Cuty,to declare? And we do hereby declare that if any Perſop ſhall Arteſt M. Hollis, Sir Arthur 
' Haſlerigg, M. Pm M. Hampden,and M.Strode, or any of them, or any other Member of Parliament,by pretence or colour of any Warrant iſſuing 
+ out fromibe King only, is guilty of the Breach of the Liberties of the Subje&,and of the Priviledge of Parliament, and a publike enemy tothe

farre from any endeavours to protet any of our Members, that ſhall be in due manner pi ofecuted according to the Lavvs of the Kinglom, and 
the Rights and Piivilediges of Parlizvent for Tiealon, or any other miſdemeanours, That none ſhall be more 1eady and willing then we our 
ſelves, to bring them to a ſpeedy; and due tryall, being ſenſible that it equally imports us, as well to lee Juſtice done againſtthem that are Crimi- 
nous, as to defend the juſt Rights and Liberties of the SubjeRts, and Parliament of England.. | 
And whereas upon leverall examinations taken the 7. day of this inſtant Fanuary, betore the Committee appointed by the Houſe of Commons, 
to fit in London, it did fully appear, that many ſouldiers, Papiſts, and others, to the number of about 500. came with His Majeſty on Tueſday 
Laſt, cotheſaid Houſe of Commons, armed with Swords, Piſtolls, and other Weapons ; and divers of them preſſed to the door of the ſaid Houle, 
tbruſt away the door Keepers,and placed themſelves, between the ſaid door and the ordinary atteadants of his Majeſty , holding up their Swords, " 
and ſome holding uptheir Piltolls ready cock'd neer the ſaid door ; and ſaying, I ama good Markſman, I can hit right I warrant you, and they 
not ſuffering the {iid door, aftcording to the cuſtome of Parliament tobe fhur, bur ſaid they weuld have the door open, andif any oppoſition 
were againlt them,they made no queſtion, bur they ſhouid make heir party good, and that they would maintaintheir party ; and when ſeverall 
 Mcmbers of the Houſe of Commons wete comiag intothehoule, their attendants deſiring that Room might be made for them, ſome of the ſaid 
Souldiers anſwered, A Pox of God confound chem, and others ſaid, A Pox take the houſe of Cemmons, le: them come and be hanged, what a 
do is here with the houſe of Commons, and ſome of the ſaid Souldiers did likewiſe violently aſſaulr, and by force diſarme ſome of the Atten- 
dants, and ſervants of the Members of the houſe of Cemmons, waiting in the Room next the faid houſe, and upon the Kings return out of the - 
' ſaid houſe, many of them by wicked oathes, and otherwiſe, expreſſed much diſcontent, that ſome Members of the ſaid houſe, for whom they - 
came were not there, and others of them ſaid, when comes the word, and no word being given at his Majefties coming out, they crycd a lane; a 
lane; aftervvards ſome of them being demanded, what they thought the ſaid company intended to have done, anſwered, That queſtionleſſe in 
the poure tliey were ler, if the word had been given, they ſhould havefallen upon the houſe of Commons, and have cut all their throats, Up- 
oa all which we are of opinien, that ic is ſufficieatly proved, that the coming ot the ſaid Souldiers, Papiſts, and others with his Majeſty to the houle - 
of Commons on Tueſday laſt, being the fourth of chis inſtant January, in the manner aforeſaid, was to takeavvay ſome of the Members of the | 
ſaid houſe; and if chey ſhould have found oppoſition, or denyall, thento have fallea upon the [2id houſe in a hoſtile manner, And we do hereby 
declare that the ſame was a traiterousdefigne againſt the King and Parliament. And whereas the ſaid M. Follis, Sir Arthur Haſlerigg, M. Pym,M, 
Hampden, and M. Stroe, upon report-of the coming of the ſaid Souldiers, Papiſts, and others in the warlike and hoſli'e manner, aforeſai?, did 
with the approbation of the houſe abſent themſelves from the ſervice of the houſe, for avoiving the great, and many inconveniences, which 
- otherwiſe 2pparantly might have hapred ; Since which time 2 printed paper in the form of a Proclamation, bearing date the ſixth day of this in- - 
+ Rant January, bath ifNTued ont for the apprebending, and impriſcning of them, Therein ſuggeſting chat through the conſcience of their own 
puile, they were abſent and fled not willing to lubmir themſelves to Juſtice; .We do further declare hat ct! e ſaid printed paper is falſe, ſcandalous * 
and illegal}, and that norwirhitanding the laid printed paper, or any warrant iſſued out, or any other matter yet appearing againſt them ; or any 
of them, they may and cught to attend the ſervice of the ſaid houle of Commons, and the ſeverall Committees now an foor, And thar it is lawy- ©
